Sister  Olive  Louise  Dallavis,  President  of  Avila 
College,  has  just  received  word  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  Education  and  Welfare  that  a long 
jonticipated  grant  of  $479,387.00  has  been  ap- 
proved for  the  Department  of  Nursing  training  pro- 
gram at  Avila. 

One  catch:  The  funding  of  this  nearly  half-million 
dollar  grant  is  contingent  on  the  college's  ability  to 
"notify  the  government  of  the  availability  of 
matching  funds."  Avila  will  begin  a fund  drive  to 
raise  these  crucial  matching  funds  at  a very  early 
date.  We  are  very  hopeful  that  we  will  have  the 
support  of  the  friends  of  Avila  in  reaching  the 
matching  fund  goal. 


RECOGNIZING  EAST  ASIA 

Sister  Audrey  Olson,  assistant  professor  of 
History  at  Avila,  is  currently  attending  an  institute 
on  East  Asia,  at  Hamline  University  in  St.  Paul, 
Minnesota. 

She  was  awarded  a faculty  fellowship  for  the 
institute  in  competition  with  college  faculty  across 
the  country.  Her  award,  one  of  29  given,  provides 
tuition,  travel,  board  and  room. 

Dr.  Scott  D.  Johnson,  director  of  the  East  Asia 
Institute,  noted  that  the  purpose  of  the  Institute  is 
"to  emphasize  world  civilizations,  other  than 
European,  in  American  liberal  arts  colleges 

I^rriculums." 

PThe  institute  is  an  effort  to  help  correct  the 
neglect  of  a large  percent  of  the  world's  population 
by  those  American  educators  who  design  college 
courses. 


SUMMER  SCHOOL  1971

HEW  GRANTS  1971  STUDENT  LOANS 

A mid-May  announcement  from  HEW  revealed 
that  Federal  funds  for  needy  students  have  been 
granted  to  area  colleges  for  the  coming  year. 
Avila's  share  is  $54,161  for  93  student  scholarships,  j 
and  $18,087  for  99  student  work-study  fellowships. 

74  percent  of  Avila's  students  currently  receive 
financial  assistance  from  this  and  other  programs.  !
